TEXAS SNAKE STORY.

"I have heard of many men being

THE BLACK PRINCE'S ARMY. 


. Tlie Largest English Fleet Ever Assem 


blort Took the Soldiers to Prance. 


Mr. "W. O. Stoddard's serial, "With 


the Black Prince," gives in St. Nicho- 
las nn account of the splendid army 
that accompanied the prince to the bat- 
tle of Crecy. Mr. Stoddard iiays: 


It was the largest English fleet yet 


assembled, and the army going on 
board was also the best with which any 
English king had ever put to sea. It 
lonsisted of picked men only. Of these, 
4,000 were men-at-arms, 6,000 were 
Irish, 12,000 were Welsh, but the most 
carefully trained and disciplined part 
of the force consisted of 10,000 bow- 
men. During a whole year had Edward 
and his son and his generals toiled to 
select and prepare the men and the weap- 
ons with which they were to meet the 
I'ighly famed chivalry of the continent. 
An army selected from a nation of jer- 
liaps'^, 000, 00(T3fpeGpla wa'slo contend 
witb an army collected from France 
with hsr 20,000,000, and from such al- 
lies of hers us Germany and Bohemia, 
re-enforced by large nnmbera of paid 
mercenariea Among thosp latter wer« 
the crossbowmen of Genoa sold to Phil« 
ip by the masters of that Italian oli- 
garchy. 


Edward's adventure had a seeming 


of great rashness, for already it was re- 
poited that the French king bad mus- 
tered 100,000 men. Full many a gal- 
laiit cavalier in armor of proof may 
well have wondered to hear, moreover, 
that Edward III, accounted the fore- 
most general of bis time, proposed to 
meet superior numbers of the best 
lances of Europe with lightly armored 
men on foot. They knew not yet of the 
new era that was dawning upon the 
science of war. Edward and his bow- 
men were to teach the world more than 
one new lesson before that memorable 
campaign was over. Before this he 
had shown what deeds might be wrought 
upon the sea by ships prepared and 
manned and led by himself. He had so 
crippled the naval power of his ene- 
mies that there was now no hostile fleet 
strong enough to prevent his present 
undertaking, although Philip had man- 
aged to send out some scores of cruisers 
to do. whatever harm they could.

TURNING THE 
TABLES. 


The cable road men in Seattle are 


oat on a strike. They asked for better 
wa«es and were refused. The railroad 
companies are attempting to ran the 
roads with new men who do not under- 
stand their business. The strikers do 
not interfere with the men who have 
taken their places, as i& generally the 
custom, but have adopted entirely new 
tactics. E. Burnell, one of the striking 
condactors, swore out a complaint 
charging the officers of the roads, with 
employing incompetent and inexper- 
ienced men to run the cars. 


This, is a_ new departure in strikes 


and it will be interesting to watch'it 
and see what will be the result. The 
law requires the owners of the cable 
roads to employ competent and exper- 
ienced persons for conductors arid 
motor men. That class of men will 
not work for the wages paid by the 
owners, .and the result is the employ- 
ment of incompetent persons who en- 
danger the lives of passengers. -What 
view the courts will take of the matter 
remains to be seen, but experience has 
proved that the laws are-generally con- 
strued ia favor of the corporation. 


SCHOOL DIBECTOB WALLEE'S indict- 


ment by a San Francisco Grand Jury 
has created consternation in the camp 
of the solid nine. An effort was made 
to declare the impanelment of the jury 
invalid, but this scheme failed and 
Waller was marched to jail.

BLOWN OUT TO'SEA. 


Uelpleu Blrdu That Are nrlren to De»tU 


by Fierce Gales. 


Birds driven before the •wind are toss- 


ed about relentlessly, and they rarely 
recover their .balance after once being 
caught by the gale. Shore birds are 
either dashed upon the waves and made 
to swim for their lives or they are hurl- 
od violently against trees or other ob- 
jects and killed. Shore birds, when fac- 
ing a gale, will take every advantage of 
trees, houses and hills as defenses 
against the wind. Thoy will close their 
wings and sink BO close to the ground 
as to get the protecting shelter of a 
hedge fence, and then swoop up again 
with renewed headway. They frequent- 
ly advance before the gale by a series 
of side evolutions, flying at right angles 
to the wind until they have attained con- 
siderable velocity, and then wheeling 
about straight against the wind and 
making some headway before it over- 
comes them. This operation is repeated 
continually until the desired place is 
reached. 


During our fall and early winter 


gales partridges and quail are quite fre- 
quently blown out to sea by a strong 
hurricane, where some of them have 
been picked up by fishermen. In nearly 
all such instances they are caught by 
the galo when high in the air, and be- 
fore they can recover themselves they 
are hurried out beyond the shore and 
dropped into the water. 
With their 


plumage soaked with the spray they in- 
stantly become helpless and cannot 
reach the shore in tho face of the wind. 
On our inland lakes and rivers this is a 
more common sight than along the 
ocean shore. 


When once blown out to sea, the 


shore birds have little chance of escape. 
Unable to battle against the heavy 
wind, they yield themselves .to their 
fate and drift about until the storm 
subsides. By that time they are likely 
to be so far from shore that they cannot 
reach it again, and they either fly or 
swim until they starve to death or dio 
of exhaustion. Their dead bodies, along 
with those of the hapless gulls, terns 
and herons, are finally drifted upon 
some shore, where the waves leave them 
high and dry. After every heavy storm 
hundreds of such luckless victims can 
,,be found on the beaches of our Atlantio 
coast.—Our Animal Friends.

The 
reaper needs a quick braia and a quick 
hand, but not necessarily a strong arm 
nor a powerful back. He works sitting 
down. 


The thrashers are merely assistants 


to a machine, and the men who heave 
the wheat into tho bins only pruss but- 
tons. The most desirable farmhand is 
not the fellow who can pound the 
"mauling machine" most lustily at tho 
county fair. He is the man with the 
cunning brain who cnn get the most 
work out of a machine without break- 
ing it. The farm laborer in the west to- 
day, where machinery is employed, 
finds himself advanced to the ranks of 
skilled labor and enjoys a position not 
widely different from that of the mill- 
hand in the east. Each is a tender of a 
machine.—William Allen White iu 
Scrihner's.
